Xew Cartridge for ]VIinrs. 


It has been proposed to do away with 


the USB of explosives in mines •where there 
use is attended with danger, and substi- 
tute tho lately invented cartridge, ono 
portion of which is filled -with a mixture 
of finely divided zinc and zinc oride, 
which collects in tho condensers of the 
zinc retort, while tho other part is filled 
with diluted sulphuric acid. 
According 


to the requirements in this easo the cart- 
-idge is put in its intended place and then, 
ay suitable mechanism, tho acid is allowed 
;o flow into the zinc, hydrogen is then 
evolved, and by its eipansivo force the 
rock is broken down without combustion 
or violent explosion —Chicago Herald. 


Cleaning I.incn Without Soap. 


According to L Industrie Parisionne, a 


laundrymau in the vicinity of Para has 
discovered a very ingenious method of 
cleaningUncu without soap. Ileuses no 
soap or lye, nor chlorine, but replaces 
these substances by boiled potatoes, with 
which ho rubs tho linen. This curious 
process, it appears, is much superior to 
thoso hitherto employed, and the worst 
spiled cotton, linen 'or silk, cleaned by 
this method, arc made whither than they 
could be by tho use of an alkali. Besides, 
tho method 1ms the advantage that brushes 
can bo dispensed with and well water be 
used.—Frank Leslie's.

A SiMClflo for Alcoholism. 


A specific against drunkenness has often 


been sought, but as yet ther» has been 
found no remedy except that of moral.de 
terrain .tion, Although the reform ac 
complished in this manner is -encourag- 
ing, there is a wide field for the use o: 
some physical method for the reclamation 
of besotted individuals who cannot be 
reached by moral suasion. Dr. Portng 
slow, a well known physician and writer 
declares that the desire for drink is a dis 
ease, and must be treated by means "f ther- 
apeutics 
He claims that as quinine is a 


specific against fever, so are subcutaneous 
injections of strychnine 'tho absolute 
means of curing the passioa for intoxi 
eating liquors. It appears that BO far 
back as 1B73 this method of treating was 
employed, but it attracted little attention. 


In 1884 the celebrated French physi- 


cian, Dujardin-Boimeu, was a most zeal- 
ous advocate of this method of treatment. 
The preparation and application of the 
injection is quite simple. One grain o.. 
strychnine is dissolved in 200 drops of 
water, and the patient receives an injec- 
tion of five drops daily for a week or ten 
days. Tho effects of the injections are 
surprising; after two or three of them the 
drunkard has an appetite and is able to 
sleep. 
If, after the expiration of several 


months, the desire for strong drink re- 
turns, the result of indulgence is so dis- 
tressing, palpitation of the heart, head- 
ache arid other equally disturbing effects, 
that it becomes impossible for the inebri- 
ate to touch another drop, it is recom- 
mended to make the injections during the 
drunken sleep, when the patient awakens 
in the full possession of his senses and 
will ask for a second or third application. 
It would be an admirable arrangement if 
the police surgeons would test this 
"cure" upon 
the intoxicated persons 


brought into the various stations. If 
this means of treating the deadly sin of 
intemperance be as successful as its advo- 
cates claim the family physician will be a 
powerful factor in the regeneration of so- 
ciety 
It has been suggested by the Rus- 


sian press that stations be established in 
every department of Russia for the salva- 
tion of the army of drunkards.—Newark 
Advertiser.

Paris interests me more, or at least en- 


tertains me more, than London

While at the 
Metropole gentlemen wore expected to 
wear dress suits every evening at table 
d'hote and to stalls at the theatre, and 
ladies to go without bonnets, and, &s a 
rule, to dress decollete; In Paris a dress 
suit or a dress open st the throat are ex- 
ceptions.

n London. The comparison is fair, be- 
cause each in its own city is regarded as 
of tht very first rank.

Caanlbali of tho Niger. 


Mr. II. H. Johnston, the British consul 


at Cameroon, recently made a trip up the 
Cross river, which empties into the 
Gulf of Guinea, about 180 miles east of 
the main branch of .the Niger. Mr. John- 
ston is well known by his geographical 
y hi 
d his 
work on the Congo and his book on Mount 
Kilima-Njaro. 
He had not ascended the 


river more than fifty miles before the 
people he met began to be very wild and 
excitable. In a communication just pub- 
lished in the Proceedings of the Royal 
Geographical Society, Mr. Johnston says 
the people are all inveterate cannibals. 
They are continually fighting with each 
other in order to bupply their larders with 
fresh food. In one hut which he enterec 
a smoked human ham was hanging from 
the smoke blackened rafters, and above & 
hundred skulls were ranged around the 
upper part of the clay walls. One ok 
chief who wished to convince Johnston 
of his very friendly feeling took a neck- 
lace from his neck and presented it to the 
white man.

He decided that it would not 
be safe to extend his explorations fur- 
ther, and ho started down the river while 
tho natives were still debating what to 
do with him. As he turned his canoe 
down stream, however, the noisy villa- 
gers eave chase, and there were a few 
minutes of terrible anxiety when the 
canoe ran aground, and hundreds of the 
yelling savages attempted to wade across 
the shallow water and seize the fugitives. 
Even little children, Johnston says, 
armed themselves with knives, and, 
standing 
ankle deep in the water, 


shrieked at the top of their voices that 
they would like to eat the white man. 
The explorer, however, managed to keep 
out of the clutches of the savages, and to 
get away without firing.— New York Sun.

We used to say in jest that a 


patriotic man was always willing to sacri- 
fice his wife's relations hi war, but his 
wife took a different view of it; and when 
it becomes a question of office is it not the 
wife's relations who get them.? To be 
sure, Euth said, thy people shall be my 
people, and where thou goest I will go, 
and all that; and this beautiful sentiment 
has touched all time, and man has got the 
historic notion that he is "tho head of 
things. But is it true that a woman is 
ever really naturalized? 
Is it in her na- 


ture to be? Love will carry her a great 
way, 
and to far countries, and to many 


endurances, and her capacity of self sacri- 
fice is greater than man's; but would she 
ever bo entirely happy torn from her 
kindred, transplanted from the associa- 
tions and interfacings of her family life?

Intercntlne School Statistics. 


The Statistical Abstioct for 1887, just 


issued, gives the following interesting 
figures In regard to the schools of the 
United States. In 1871-73 there were in 
this country 12,828,847 children of school 
age, of whom 7,479,658 were enrolled In 
the public schools. These pupils were 
taught by 81,509 male and 124,180 female 
teachers, to whom aggregate salaries of 
$37,503,309 were paid. The total expen- 
diture for the schools that-year was f 70,- 
89U374. In 1884-85 the school population 
had increased to 17,764,658, and the num- 
ber of pupils enroled in the public schools 
to 11,464,631. The number of male teach- 
ers was 109.832,'and of female 169,428, 
to whom salaries amounting to $73,982,- 
OS8 were paid. The total expenditure* 
upon the schools for the latter year wet* 
$111.521,542.—Public Opinion.

The elevator boy in Wejdin's store is 


also pinned beneath the elevator. For a 
long time his agonizing cries for relief 
could be heard. His ^ oieo has not T><»en 
heard for neaily an 1'our, and be is 
thought to bo dead 


At half-past nine o'clock to-night the 


dead body of a colored boy, name un- 
known, was taken out and removed to the 
morgue. A few moments later the eleva- 
tor buy, James Oarin, employed in Wei- 
den's store, was removed. He was un- 
conscious, and is probably fatally in- 
jured. A rescui».!» party are now engaged 
in tearing away the foundation wall from 
under another part of Weldin's building. 
Voices calling for assistance are heard at 
frequent interval-,. 


Among the pitiful sights to be seen at 


the ruins are the feet of two men sticking 
up through the debris. It 13 impossible 
to get them out until a trembling wall 
that appears to be ready to fall has been 
secured. The imprisoned victims are un- 
doubtedly dead. 


It is believed that there are three other 


persons buried underneath the debris at 
the same place. 


George L. Jlolliday, who had an office in 


the rear of Weldin's building, is among 
the missing, and it i<- feared that he has 
been killed. Mr. Holliday was president 
of the Pittsburgh Select Council, and ona 
of the most prominent citizens of the 
city.

All possi- 
ble efforts are being made to reach the 
spot from where the appeals were heard. 
The dangerous condition of the surround- 
ing tottering walls compels the greatest 
care on the part of the rescuers. 


Work will be continued throughout the 


night by aid of electric lights that have 
been provided. The wind is again in- 
creasing in strength, aud the temperature 
Is falling rapidly. 


Another Dreadiul Disaster. 


READIXO, Pa., Jan. 9.—A cyclone struck 


this city shortly after fire o'clock this 
afternoon, 
demolishing a number of 


buildings, including Grimshaw Brother's 
largo silk-mill. In the latter were up- 
wards of two hundred operatives, who 
wero buried in the ruins. Many have 
been killed. 
At half-past nine o'clock to-night about 


one hundred persons had been taken out, 
many of whom were dead. It is impossi- 
ble to obtain a lUt of the injured and 
killed at this hour, but it is known that the 
killed and injured v ill exceed one hun- 
ilred and fifty. The --toi-iii swept down the 
Lebanon Valley raili oad, aud many barns 
Und other property are reported wrecked. 
The telegraph wire™ m the track of the 
Btortn were badly mixed up and it is im- 
possible to get details but it is known 
that great damage has been done. 


When the cyclone first struck Reading 


the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad 
Company's paint-shop was unroofed, and 
In less than ton minutes the entire struc- 
ture was enveloped in flames. 


Several gas chambers underneath pas- 


senger cars exploded and four persons 
were killed and several others badly in- 
injured. The killed are: 


George Schaffer. 
Sheridan Jones. 
Albert Laydonberger. 
John Scholler. 
The storm then continued eastward, 


dealing out destruction in its path. Nine 
dwellings on North Eighth and Marion 
streets were unroofed and otherwise 
badly damaged. 


The cyclone cut a swath of about two 


hundred and fifty feet, and every thing in 
its way was either leveled to the ground 
or very badly wrecked. 


The next building iu its track was the 


immense silk-mill of Grimshaw Broth- 
ers, located at Twelfth and Marion 
streets. 
This buildiag was filled with 


several hundred operatives, and not a sin- 
gle soul escaped uninjured. The structure, 
which was four stories high and 200x70 
feet, is a masa of ruins. Not ft single 
brick remains of the beautiful building, 
except the stack and engine-room. The 
flra department was called out, and ten 
thousand men, women and children quick- 
ly assembled about the wrecked mill. 
The cries of the wounded and dying and 
their friends were heart-rending, Willing 
hands, however, quickly set to work, and 
at 9:4$ p.m.some seventy persons had been 
taken out. Most of these were dead, aud 
many others were fatally injured. Thos* 
who were less seriously hurt were taken 
to their homes, while those who had re- 
ceived more serious injuries were taken 
to the hospitals. It will take till morning 
betors all the killed aud wounded can be 
gotten out. 


The Storm in Northern Ohio. 


CLKVILAND, 0., Jau. 9.—A wind storm 


has raged here all day with terrific vio- 
lence, blowing dawn trees and signs, par- 
tially unroofing some dwellings and 
breaking a deal of glass. The barometer 
was lower at an early hour this morning 
than at any time within thirty years. 
About half-past eleven o'clock a tre- 
mendous gust of wind, approximating the 
-violence of a cyclone, swept from the lake 
to the city, passing in a southeasterly 
direction. The violence of the gale was 
such that buildings rocked, and great 
alarm was felt for their safety. 


From all over Northern Ohio come re- 


Ravenna, G. Fedoro's great brick 


kiln was completely wrecked, with valua- 
ble molds. 
At Akron, trees were prostrated, bulle- 


tin boards demolished and dozeui of win- 
dows smashed. 
In Carroll County a number of houses 


were unroofed, and a very dark storm- 
cloud swept to the southeast about noon. 
The telephone and telegraph service is 
badly crippled in this section of Ohio. 


Wholesale De»trectlon at Carlisle. 
CARLISLE, Pa., Jan. 10.— About half- 


past three o'clock yesterday afternoon a 
terrible cyclone struck this city and de- 
stroyed thousands of dollars worth o! 
property and probably fatally injured 
several persons. The roof of the Indus- 
trial Training school was blown off ana 
windows smashed and broken. The dam- 
age to the school will reach $6,000. The 
City Armory was blown down: also Pretz's 
stables. 
Telephone and electric light 


wires were broken, and the town was in 
total darkness last night. A lady named 
Mrs. Stover and several others, whose 
names can not yet be learned, were se- 
verely, if not fatally, injured. The re- 
port* from the surrounding country indi- 
cate a severe loss to farmers, barns, 
stables, houses and fences having blown 
down. The loss as far as heard from wilJ 
peach $30,000.

A GHABTL? DISCOVERY. 


Death in the Old Coal Shaft—A 


Broken Neck. 


When the day shift went to work in 


the old shaft of the Deeatur Coal Com- 
pany they made a ghastly discovery in 
one of the main driveways.

When Stanley found at 
a village above Stanley Falls hundreds of 
whitened skulls arran.-e.l in rows around 
the huts, he was told i.ji-y were the skulls 
of Sokos or chimpanzees, and that this 
Bpecie* of the ape family was favonte food 
among the people.

Although tho Manyema aro far more de- 
grndcd^tlian many other cannibal tribes, 
they are noted for their gentleness and 
physical superiority; ami their handsome 
women arc much sought after as slaves 
bv tho Arabs, who now support several 
stations in tho Manyema country, and 
hero as well as further down the Congo 
arc doing much to destroy tho practice of 
cannibalism. 


Cannibal tribes arc regarded with fear 


and abhorrence) by all who nro not ad- 
dicted to tho practice. 
Had it not been 


for the terror with which the Congo men 
cater.-, inspired their carriers, Livingstone 
or Cameron, iustead of Stanley, would 
have solved tho problem of tho Congo. 
This abhorrence of cannibalism extends 
from tea to sea.

Cormorants Fishlnj; In China. 


Sometimes several fishers form partner- 


ship, and start n oo-operativa business. 
Thej invest in a shallow punt, and a regi- 
men"' of perhaps twenty or more of these 
solcun birds sit on perches at either end 
of tlie punt, each having a hempen cord 
fastened round the throat just below tho 
ponch. t.i prevent its swallowing any fish 
it uiuy catch. Then, at a given signal, all 
tho cormorants glido into the water, ap- 
parently well aware of tlie disadvantage 
of scaring tbo prey. 


Their movements below tho surface are 


very swift and graceful as they dart in 
purMiit of a fish or an eel, and giving it a 
nip with their strong, hooked beak, swal- 
lov.- it. and continue hunting. Sometimes 
they do not return to the surface till they 
have secured several fish, and their 
capacious 
pouch 
is quito distended, 


and sometimes the tail of a fish protrudes 
from their paping bill. Then they return 
to the surface, and at the bidding of their 
keepers disgorge their prey, one by one, 
till the pouch is empty, when they again 
receive tho signal to dive. 
When the 


birds arc tired the strap is removed from 
tbe throat, and they are rewarded with a 
share of the fish, which thev catch as it is 
thrown to them.— Youth's Companion.
